EXCLUSIVE LITERATURE, 


LITERATURE is a broad field and the English 
language covers a good piece of that pasture. 
There should be plenty of room in it for both 
English and American—and may the best man 
win ! 

We doubt if any intelligent lover of literature 
holds any other sentiment than this, and we 
are glad to set Mr. F. Hopkinson Smith straight 
in this matter, as he requests, in a letter pub- 
lished elsewhere. As there are few Americans 
more cosmopolitan than he, whether by virtue of 
professional versatility, of actual travel, or of 
range in book-making, it seemed strange that 
even in the happiness of after-dinner oratory 
the Anglophobian sentiment with which he 
was credited should have come from him. What 
he was understood to say was reported with 
every intention of accuracy, and we are glad 
to publish his disclaimer of the correctness of 
the report without raising the question of after- 
dinner atmospheres. 

It is, perhaps, not to be regretted that an oc- 
casion has arisen for a word or two on this sub- 
ject. Our English brethren, who thought they 
had rather a good literature of their own, quite 
aside from Mr. Shakespeare and other dead and 
gone authors, have been pleasantly receptive, 
since America has had a literature, of the best 
America could send, and sometimes of literary 
material which we on this side did not think the 
best we could send. American magazines were 
received in England with general good will and 


have obtained a wide circulation. American au- 
thors have found themselves in the closest and 
pleasantest relations with their English breth- 
ren, when they have visited kin across sea. 
And the English copyright law was open-armed 
to American authors long before we returned 
the courtesy—or justice, so that there can be 
little complaint on that score. 

Of course, as Americans, we want to write 
better literature than any one else—better even 
than our English brethren, and to make it so 


good that American magazines cannot afford to 
take anything but the best. That we shall 
reach that happily exclusive stage is, however, 
not in every respect desirable. So triumphant 


aculmination might work our undoing. Our 


national vanity might soon suffer its decline 
and fall. 


Perhaps it is as well, after all, to consider 
that within the great commons of the English 
speech and of English literature there should be 
no distinction as between Great Britain and the 
United States. Every addition to our common 
heritage in the shape of a new book that is 
really literature or that serves the purpose of 
literature for its generation, is a gain to both 
sides. Let us at least not make our continent 
insular. In the wide domain of authorship 
genius will always have abundant field, what- 
ever its origin, and as for talent and the busi- 
ness of authorship, these must take their chances 
in competition—without calling names. 


HOW THE DINGLEY BILL DIFFERS 
FROM THE PRESENT TARIFF BILL.

Dingley bill more strikingly than this tax on 
knowledge, which, according to the author of 
it, was adopted, not for revenue and not even 
for protection, but to save trouble for custom- 
house inspectors. Those hard-worked people 
can be required tocount the number of threads 
in a square inch of cotton or linen cloth and 
the number of tufts of bristles in a tooth-brush, 
to measure the ‘‘lines” of pearl buttons, to 
make intricate and prolonged chemical tests 
every day, in order to arrive at the dutiable 
value of athousand different articles of com- 
merce. No wonder they are tired, poor things, 
when they have made all these experiments, 
and have no strength left to tell whether a 
book is more than twenty years old, or whether 
it is printed in a foreign language, or whether 
it is imported for an educational institution, a 
public library, or a philosophical society.” 





WEIGHING THE MAILS. 


THE quadrennial weighing of the mails sent 
out over railroads, which was begun on March 
17, was finished on the 21st inst. There are 
about 175 railroads in the second division of 
the railway service, which embraces the Middle 
States, in which the investigation was con- 
ducted. The law requiring this was passed in 
1873, and the Postal Department works at one 
district atatime. About 300 extra men were 
employed in weighing the millions of pounds 
of mail matter. They were stationed at the 
post-offices, railway stations, and on the cars 
carrying mails. 

The law requires the mails to be weighed 
every four years, so that the postal authorities 
can ascertain to a pound how much mail matter 
each railroad carries in a day, and thus fix the 
compensation at the rates prescribed by law. 
Under the present law $42.75 is the pay a year 
for carrying 200 pounds a mile daily. The 
rates graduate upward until for transporting 
5000 pounds daily for each mile $171 a year is 
paid. After that the weight goes by tons. 





A TRIBUTE TO THE MEMORY OF S. C, 
GRIGGS. 


BY A. C. MCCLURG. 


ALEXANDER C. McC.urgG, inan interview with 
a representative of the Chicago 7imes-Herald, 
pays the following fitting tribute to the memory 
of the late Samuel Chapman Griggs, with whom 
he was for many years connected* : 

Among the many men who have united to 
give distinct force and charactertothe business 
of Chicago, Mr. Griggs was by no means an 
unimportant figure. He was prominent and 
successful in his chosen department of busi- 
ness, because he was strongly individual and a 
man of strong beliefs and convictions. In his 
early years, at that time of life when young 
men must choose what they will be or try to 
be, he chose without hesitation the pursuit of 
a bookseller. This choice implied not a hap- 
hazard drifting into something to do, not a 





* Gen. McClurg, with E. L. Jansen, D. B. Cooke, and 
F. B. Smith, were partners of S. C. Griggs from 1866 to 
1871. After the great fire, in 1871, Gen. McClurg, with 
his associates, named above, withdrew from the firm of S.

chance choice of bookselling as a business likely 
to pay him as well as any other. His natural 
tastes inclined him toward books and literature; 
he believed in them as agents which must exert 
a strong influence upon the community for good 
or forevil. He believed that good books must 
inevitably not only elevate and refine the nat- 
ure of the reader, but must as well incline the 
heart and the mind toward the good and the 
true. With this belief he turned toward book- 
selling very much as many another enlight- 
ened, broad, and generous young man turns 
toward the ministry of the gospel. His heart 
was in the calling, and from the best motives. 
His business became a pleasure, and he pur- 
sued it much as another man might follow the 
recreations and excitements of the hunter or 
the fisherman. 

So far as his judgment went, his tastes al- 
ways inclined him toward the best books—that 
is, toward those which he thought best and 
highest in their literary qualities, and those 
which were best and highest in their tonic and 
moral qualities. 

In the conduct of his business he was always 
thoughtful, thorough, and extremely conscien- 
tious. If a business difference arose he was 
anxious to look not on his own side of the ques- 
tion alone, but on the other side as well. If 
he demanded concession from another on the 
ground of justice and right, he desired to yield, 
when convinced he should, upon the same 
grounds, but when he felt he was right he was 
as inflexible as adamant and could not yield 
either to short-sighted policy orto intimidation. 

He quickly recognized that to be successful 
in any business or pursuit a man must not only 
be conscientious but thorough. It wasnot suf- 
ficient that a given thing—even a little thing— 
be done; it must be done as well as it could be 
done. There was no tolerance in his nature 
for carelessness; there was no excuse; suffi- 
cient time must be taken to do the thing in 
hand well. If a letter was to be written by 
himself or another, it must be the best letter 
the case admitted of. It must leave nothing 
unthought of or unprovided for; it must leave 
no room for a reply asking further information 
or explanation. If even a lot of books were to 
be piled, they must be piled upon scientific 
principles, or at least in such a manner that 
they could not fall down. The thing must be 
done well, and once for all. Of course, all this 
insistence on detail annoyed and vexed his 
clerks and subordinates, but those under him 
who did not learn from him valuable lessons of 
carefulness and thoroughness were unfit to 
profit by a good example. His methods in 
business were always the result of conscien- 
tious thought. 

In the conduct of business he united in a 
very remarkable degree enthusiasm, confidence, 
and boldness with the most conservative cau- 
tion. Before deciding a question he took coun- 
sel not only of experienced judgment and of 
hopeful enthusiasm, but of careful and cold- 
blooded prudence as well. These are some of 
the qualities which led himto signal success 45 
a bookseller when years ago he conducted at 
111 Lake Street what he somewhat grandilo- 
quently (in the spirit of the times) styled ‘‘the 
literary emporium of the prairies,” and when 
later he devoted himself single-handed and 
alone to publishing good, worthy, and healthful 
books. 
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THE BOOKSELLERS’ LEAGUE, 
SECOND ANNUAL MEETING. 


THE BOoKSELLERS’ LEAGUE held their April 
Smoker in their new rooms at The Gramercy 
Lyceum on the evening of the 16thinst. The 
meeting was well attended, upwards of forty 
members being present. Owingtothe absence 
of the president, J. N. Wing, John A. Holden 
acted as chairman. The business portion of 
the meeting was to consider the annual report 
of the secretary and to amend the Constitution. 
The secretary read the following report: 


To the members of the Booksellers’ League: 

Your Board takes pleasure in presenting for 
your consideration its second annual report. 

During the year 1896 your Board held ten 
meetings, gave seven ‘‘Smokers,” one ‘‘ Ladies’ 
Night,” and its first Annual Dinner, which, as 
predicted in its last report, proved to be the 
event of the year in the bookselling world in 
America. The dinner given in the St. Denis 
Hotel, April 7, 1896, was well attended, and 
the toasts, which were arranged in the order of 
the history of a book from the author to the 
reader, were responded to by the following 
gentlemen, all prominent in their respective 
callings: James L. Ford, for the author; Joseph 
J. Little, for the printer; Robert Rutter, for the 
binder; George Haven Putnam, for the pub- 
lisher; C. T. Dillingham, for the bookseller; 
R. R. Bowker, for trade journals; and J. C. 
Harvey, for the reader. 

At the first annual meeting, held March 6, 
1896, J. N. Wing was unanimously re-elected 
president, and the following were elected to 
serve on the Board of Managers for three 
years: Charles A. Burkhardt, J. B. Brigham, 
John A. Holden, C. E. Speirs, Robert Morris, 
Volney Streamer, and Samuel Reis. 

The president appointed the following com- 
mittees: Committee on Membership, A. Gro- 
woll, C. E. Speirs, C, E. Butler, and Robert 
Morris; Committee on Entertainment, C. E. 
Butler, John A. Holden, Volney Streamer, and 
Charles A. Burkhardt. 

During the year thirty-six members were 
elected. Two applications were rejected. 

The thanks of the League are due to Charles 
Welsh for his talk on ‘‘ Publishers’ Puffs of the 
Eighteenth Century”; to Prof. C. G. Herber- 
mann, for his lecture on ‘‘ Books and Booksell- 
ing of Ancient Greece and Rome’”’; to Prof. 
W. A. P. Martin, for his lecture on ‘* Publish- 
ing and Bookselling in China” ; to A. Growoll, 
for his able paper on ‘‘ The Book Salesman,”’ 
and to W. H. Parker, for his very interesting 
collection of ‘‘Objective Book Titles.”” The 
winners of the prizes awarded for correct 
guessing the names of these Parker ‘‘ Objec- 
tive Book Titles” —H. J. Hynes, L. F. Gantert, 
and F, Appell—donated the proceeds to the 
League, which action was duly recognized 
with a vote of thanks. 

Recognition also is due to Frederick D. Lacy, 
W. H. Parker, F. Marling, F. Appell, and A. 
Growoll, for their instructive discussion of 
‘“*Stock Arrangement.” 

The Euphonia Club Orchestra, under the 
leadership of Frederick Kircher, has laid the 
League under many obligations for the excellent 
musical programme furnished on the occasion 
of the second ‘‘ Ladies’ Night.” To the many 
gentlemen who favored the League with musi- 
cal and vocal selections, as well as to the edit- 
ors of the trade journals in which have been 
published timely notices of the proceedings, 
we wish also to express thanks. 
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At the November meeting President Wing 
resigned the chair to the secretary, and offered 
a resolution that a committee be appointed to 
consider the advisability of preparing an au- 
thors’ index of all books now catalogued in 
the several English and American catalogues, 
which was adopted, and the secretary named 
the following to serve on this committee, viz.: 
J. N. Wing, C. T. Dillingham, and John A, 
Holden. 

At the January meeting a resolution was 
adopted offering a prize of $15 for the best 
design for a League button and for the official 
seal of the League, the Board of Managers to 
act as judges. 

Your Board having deemed it advisable to 
incorporate The Booksellers’ League underthe 
laws of New York, it will be necessary to meet 
the requirements of the law of incorporation by 
amending the by-laws at this meeting, making 
the Board of Managers 18 instead of 24 members. 

Owing to a pressure of other duties, the sec- 
retary was obliged to transfer the management 
of the Employment Bureau to other hands, and 
C. E. Bonnell, of Bonnell, Silver & Co., kindly 
volunteered to conduct it. Mr. Bonnell re- 
ported that he has received 33 applications for 
situations from members, and that he has 
found positions for 21. He has had 16 appli- 
cations from the trade for clerks. Mr. Bonnell 
deserves all praise for his labor and the splen- 
did results obtained. There is no charge for 
this service to members. 

It is your duty at this meeting to elect a 
president and 18 members of the Board of 
Managers, as the seats of all the members of 
the present Board will become vacant on the 
adoption of the amendment to be submitted to 
you at this meeting.

The report was heartily applauded, and 
adopted. 

The League then voted on the amendments 
made necessary by the laws of the State of 
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New York which require of Societies that wish 
to incorporate themselves that their Boards of 
Managers shall not exceed eighteen members. 
As Article 1x. of the Constitution of the Book- 
sellers’ League adopted at its organization re- 
quires twenty-four members, it was amended 
to read ‘‘Sec. I.—There shall be a Board of 
Managers consisting of eighteen members.” 

Section 4 of Article x. was also amended to 
read that twenty (instead of thirty) members 
shall constitute a quorum at any meeting of 
the League, and that twenty-five (instead of 
forty) members shall be necessary to consider 
amendments to the Constitution. 

Owing to ill health, J. N. Wing had declined 
to be renominated, and A. Growoll was unan- 
i nously elected president of the League, and 
the following were chosen to serve as mana- 
gers: Frank Appell, C. E. Bonnell, S. Edgar 
Briggs, John Briggs, J. B. Brigham, C. A. Burk- 
hardt, C. E. Butler, C. T. Dillingham, John A. 
Holden, W. W. Howe, H. G. Kiggins, F. D. 
Lacy, W. H. Parker, C. E. Speirs, W. R. Spin- 
ney, E. F. Treat, J. F. Vogelius, and J. N. Wing. 

A merited vote of thanks was offered to C. 
E. Bonnell in recognition of the efficient man- 
ner in which he has administered the employ- 
ment bureau of the League. A vote of thanks 
was also offered to Mr. Hibbard, of the St. 
Denis Hotel, for the courtesies extended to the 
League at its second annual banquet. 

The next Smoker will be given on the even- 
ing of May 12. A meeting of the Board of 
Managers will be held at the offices of Fleming 
H. Revell Co., on the evening of the 28th inst., 
to elect the Vice-Presidents, Secretary, and 
Treasurer. 





SUBJECT INDEX TO CARD CATA- 
LOGUE, 


WILLIAM CHAMBERLAIN, of Spon & Chamber- 
lain, has planned a method for indexing the 
card catalogue of the Library Bureau by sub- 
ject which seems to be simple and practical. 
The card catalogue alphabets by subjects, but 
these are confined to catchwords in the title. 
To bring together the bulk of books bearing on 
one subject a more elaborate index must be 
supplied. The new system only aims to bring 
together authors writing on some special sub- 
ject, and only pretends to refer to such authors 
by the first two letters of their names. It isto 
be kept on cards identical in shape and size with 
those of the card catalogue. The subject is 
marked on the side, and by this they are alpha- 
beted. About two-thirds of the card is ruled 
in squares. The alphabet is run along the 
top of the card, and along the sides the alpha- 
bet again appearsin four groups. In indexing 
under any subject the initial of the author’s 
name is marked by a cross in the column oppo- 
site the second letter of the name, or the 
initial in the side alphabet. With very little 
labor may be indicated the beginnings of all 
the authors’ names treating the subject on the 
card, which may then be easily looked up in 
the author alphabet for full titles. We give 
below the upper section of the card: 
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OBITUARY NOTES. 


Davip Cory, of the firm of Alling & Cory, 
died in Rochester, N. Y., on the 13th inst.

In time the firm sold out its stock of 
books and devoted itself exclusively to the 
paper and stationery business. Ata meeting 
of the paper dealers and stationers held at the 
office of the Williamson Law-Book Co., on the 
14th inst., the following resolution was passed: 

Resolved, That in David Cory, who was so suddenly 
removed from among us, we recognize an example of a 
quiet man who in business life was above reproach and 
had the esteem of ao member of the trade, and that 
we sympathize with his ay in their affliction, and will 
be represented at his funeral; and that a copy of these 
resolutions be sent to his family and to the daily papers.

BUSINESS NOTES. 


ATLANTA, GA.—The application for a re- 
ceiver for the Methodist Book and Publishing 
Company, which was filed on January 5 last, 
came up for a hearing before Judge Lumpkin 
in chambers last week, and the result of the 
hearing was that the concern was placed in 
the hands of John Aldrich as permanent re- 
ceiver. The action against the company was 
brought by Raphael Tuck & Sons, together 
with several other New York publishers, who 
claim that the book concern is indebted to 
them in the neighborhood of $2000 on open 
account. The petition for receiver was origi- 
nally brought about by a chattel mortgage 
amounting to $21,851.56, given by the Meth- 
odist Publishing Company in favor of the 
Columbian Book Company in proposed pay- 
ment for a building on Whitehall Street. The 
petitioners claimed that’their bills should be 
paid in preference to all other obligations, and 
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therefore asked that a receiver be appointed to 
take charge and secure them proper represen- 
tation. When the matter was brought before 
Judge Lumpkin in January, he granted a tem- 
porary restraining order and cited the deferd- 
ant to show cause why the receiver should not 
be appointed. The receiver was ordered to 
take charge of the books, accounts, stock and 
all the assets of the defendant company, and to 
conduct the retail business in the usual man- 
ner. 


BATH, N. Y.—D. D. Cottrell will move his 
book business to the Bensted building. 


BuTTE, Mont.—Sherman Philips has bought 
the store of W. B. Burkett, of the Gallatin 
Valley Book and Stationery Company, and will 
take possession on May 1.

It 
is to contain ‘‘the best that has been written 
by biblical scholars in all ages, in criticism, 
comment upon and elucidation of the Script- 
ures.” The work was suggested by Bishop 
Vincent, of Chautauqua, and Prof. R. E. M, 
Bain and Rev. James W. Lee have supervised 
the work. Among the other books in view are 
Miss Tarbell’s ‘‘ Lincoln,” which will not be 
ready for some time, and also the collection of 
portraits of makers of the Union now appear- 
ing in the magazine.

naming him and to his painting of the sur- 
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render of Gen, Lee, resulted before Justice 
Bischoff of the Supreme Court on the -" 
inst. in a verdict of $1822.16 in favor of Col. 
Battersby. The Judge took from the jury that 
part of the story which referred to the paint- 
ing, holding that those remarks were privileged 
in criticism. It was for the alleged remarks 
in the story which held the artist up to ridicule 
that the case went to the jury. The article 
was written by Edith Sessions Tupper on an 
order for a Christmas story, and was based on 
a visit she made with her father to the studio 
of Col. Battersby. 


HouGHTON, MIFFLIN & Co. will publish on 
Wednesday, April 28, ‘‘ The Navaho Legends,”’ 
the fifth volume of the memoirs of the Amer- 
ican Folk-Lore Society, by Washington Mat- 
thews, which will deal with aboriginal American 
traditions and will be useful to all students of 
primitive religions ; ‘‘ The Reminiscences and 
Letters of CarolineC. Briggs,” edited by George 
S. Merriam, author of ‘‘ The Chief End of Man,” 
who is in perfect sympathy with ‘‘the best- 
known and best-loved woman” of Springfield, 
Massachusetts; and several new issues in the 
Riverside Paper and Riverside Literature series. 
Works of fiction to be published on the same 
day include ‘‘ The Wisdom of Fools,” four sto- 
ries by Mrs. Margaret Deland dealing with 
modern phases of society; and ‘‘ Miss Archer 
Archer,” by Clara Louise Burnham, with scene 
partly on the coast of Maine and partly in an 
old Virginia homestead ‘‘ befote the war.” 


THE AMERICAN PUBLISHERS CORPORATION 
have issued a new edition, from new plates, 
of Jessie Fothergill’s ‘‘ The First Violin,” em- 
bellished with 16 full-page half-tone and other 
illustrations. They havealso just issued a new 
book, by Belle C. Greene, entitled ‘‘ Mr. and 
Mrs. Hannibal Hawkins,” of which the heroine 
has already appeared in the author’s successful 
‘‘Adventures of an Old Maid.” This book 
was one of the 7wenty-five Cent Series of Copy- 
right Novels gotten up by this firm for The H. 
B. Claflin Company. The Oxford series has 
been put into new cloth binding and thirty- 
three new titles have been added to it; and 
many of the most salable books on their list 
have been distributed among new series, en- 
titled the Century, the Delphic, and the Chelsea. 
A paper edition of 25,000 of Barrie’s ‘‘ Little 
Minister” has also been issued by The Ameri- 
can Publishers Corporation, which will be sup- 
plied to the trade through the American News 
Co. and its branches. 


_ THE EDEN Musée, New York, has on exhibi- 
tion a collection of posters made in Paris espe- 
cially forthe Musée. Specimensareincluded of 
the work of several of the French artists who are 
just now figuring most prominently in this class 
of work. There are examples by Lautrec, De 
Fleure, Ibels, Mucha, and Steinlen. The pos- 
ters are almost all French. Only one or two 
are English and none American. American 
posters were excluded, not because they were 
thought unworthy of the exhibition, but be- 
cause they were so familiar to all who would 
visit it that it was not worth while to collect 
them. Various classes of design are repre- 
sented, but in almost all the excellence of 
the printing and the effectiveness of the color- 
ing are noticeable. Among the most attrac- 
tive, and at the same time the most simple, are 








those of Puvis de Chavannes, representing 
scenes in the life of St. Geneviéve. They are 
printed in only one color, brown, on a ground 
of a lighter brown. The grotesque and the 
droll form large elements of the exhibit. 


FOREIGN NOTES, 


JosEPH PENNELL has obtained a verdict of 
£50 in his suit for libel against the London 
Saturday Review, which asserted that his litho- 
graphs were not lithographs at all. 


STUDENTS of music will be interested to hear 
of a new enterprise in the literature of their 
subject. The Clarendon Press is to bring out 
a series of five books of musical history. W. 
H. Hadow is the general editor, and he will 
write the volume on ‘‘ The Viennese School 
and Its Times.’”’ E. Dannreuther has been as- 
signed to write the volume on ‘‘ The Romantic 
Movement”; Fuller-Maitland will write on 
the age of Bach and Handel; Dr. Hubert Parry 
has in hand the music of the seventeenth cen- 
tury, and Professor Woodbridge will prepare the 
volume dealing with the ecclesiastical period. 


IN connection with the death of Dr. Brewer 
an interesting fact is recorded by the London 
Literary World concerning his ‘*‘ Guide to Sci- 
ence,”’ which well illustrates the speculative 
nature of book-publishing. Dr. Brewer origi- 
nally offered the work to Messrs. Jarrold, of 
Norwich, Eng., for £50, who refused the offer, 
but afterwards agreed to issue it ona royalty of 
a penny in the shilling for the copyright. A 
little later Dr. Brewer offered £4000 to get back 
his rights in it. His yearly income from royal- 
ties on the book has been a good deal more 
than the modest £50 for which he offered it at 
first. 


THE second volume of Edwin O. Sachs’ work, 
‘*Modern Opera Houses and Theatres,” will 
be issued early{in May by B. T. Batsford, High 
Holborn, London. The author has materially 
extended his original programme, and no less 
than three hundred well-known play-houses 
will be dealt with. Sixty theatres of recent 
date, representing Austria, France, Germany, 
Great Britain, Greece, Holland, Italy, Rou- 
mania, Russia, Spain, and Switzerland, are 
now described in the first two volumes, and 
there are nearly a thousand views, sketches, 
and diagrams distributed inthe text. Thethird 
volume will be ready in December. 


ARMAND Co tin & Clk, Paris, have added to 
their valuable list of books on political and so- 
cial science a little work by Mr. Arthur Fon- 
taine, entitled ‘‘ Les Gréves et la Conciliation” 
(Strikes and Arbitration). The development 
of industries brought about by machinery and 
the vast numbers of men employed in large 
factories make it impossible that an individu- 
al workman should make an individual con- 
tract with his emplover. The workmen work 
and act in large bodies, and to obtain fair treat- 
ment must band together and endeavor to 
bring about fair contracts between themselves 
and their employers, who are also banded tvc- 
gether to hold their own against the trade- 
unions. This house also publishes ‘‘ Le 
Trade-Unionism en Angleterre,” by M. Paul 
de Rousiers and others, showing the great 
success of trade-unions in England, and en- 
deavoring to inculcate some of their principles 
into French workingmen and employers.
